M v firsts acquaintance 
with 
the 
people of Rush county began in the 
year 1858 when I succeeded in form­ 
ing an alliance with Miss Phebe J. 
Ball, 
the daughter 
of Johnathan 
and Asenath Ball. 
I was d roving 
itinerant circuit rider and I had to 
meet the sturdy head of the family 
who flung at me the trite saying, “ A 
Rolling 
Stone 
Gathers no Moss.’’ 
W ith the wise proverb, 
a “ Setting 
Hen Never Gets F at,” my brother- 
in-law met the fanner and I do not 
know at that exciting time, whether 
I should have succeeded in my suit 
or not, had not this brother-in-law 
come to help me out. 


He had made the first break 
in 
seizing the farmer’s daughter. 
The 


family had emigrated from western 
Pennsylvania yi 1836 and in the long 
trip 
were four weeks on the road. 
Instead of coming with a moving van 
they came in a big wagon drawn by 
a sturdy yoke of oxen. 
But 
that 
prince 
of far-sighted 
men never unyoked those oxen till 
he lit upon Rush county, one of the 
richest agri«‘ultural counties of the 
state. 
And here they raised a fam ­ 
ily of ten sons and daughters, all of

until be has been used- in all three 
units of the club. 
The county agent

of these Clubs. 
All of thc*e rams are j 
grandsons o f M intons .11, one of the 
greatest show rams at the Interna­ 
tional in the past few years. Rape 
pasture is being used to fatten lambs.

SQUASHES IN HOME GARDENS 
$ 
- 
Sm all-Growing Plants Are Best Suited 
for Average Garden— Use While 
Young and Tender. 


Two distinct types of squashes are 
commonly grown in home gardens— 
tin* summer squashes, the fruits of 
which are used while they are young 
and tender, and the fall and winter 
Hfuashes. which are ripened and used 
during the winter months. The small- 
growing summer squashes are best 
adapted to planting in the average gar­ 
den. 
The larger, or standard, varie 
ties are better adapted to field culture, 
although one or two bills might he 
planted in a corner or along one side 
of the garden. The hills in which sum 
mer *squnsliet are gfowu should lie 
fully four feet apart and a little raa 
mire and fertilizer should ht» worked 
into each hill as it is being made. 


Seed M ay Be Planted in Spring as 
Soon as Soil Is W arm — Use Well- 
Rotted Manure. 


Peep, rich sandy loam, with a lib­ 
eral supply of well rotted manure. Is 
best suited for growing globe arti­ 
choke#. Plant the seeds as soon as the 
soil is warm in the spring, and when 
the plants have formed three or four 
leaves* they may be transplanted to 
rows Nhree feet apart and two feet 
apart in the row. The plants do not 
produce until the second season, and 
in cold localities some form of cover 
ing will be necessary during the win 
ter. This crop is not suited for culti 
vat ion north of the line of zero tern 
perature.—U. S. Department of Agri 
culture.

paign was inaugurated little was be­ 
ing done but with the passing of the 
years the fight has been intensified. 


Sixteen years ago only live states

ciation 
while associations are also

Sixteen years ago there were only 
100 hospital*

GROW CUCUMBERS ON FENCES 


Plants 
Require 
Considerable 
Space, 
and fot That Reason Are Not 
Suitable for Small Garden. 


Two to fire hills of cucumbers usual­ 
ly will produce enough for the ordi­ 
nary family. 
Cucumbers require con­ 
siderable space, and for that reason 
they may not fit into the scheme of 
small gardens. It Is possible, however, 
to plant the cucumbers along a fence 
or near a building and train the vines 
on a support of wire or strings so that 
they will not encumber the ground 
or occupy the space required by other 
crops. 
In making the hills or the row 
in which the seeds are planted, 
a 
small amount of well-decayed manure 
should be mixed with the soil. 
A lit­ 
tle fertilizer also helps, hut It should 
be used carefully to prevent injury.—

Although it is generally conceded 
by his friends that Harry S. New, 
senior senator from Indiana, is not a 
“long-distance orator,” yet it also is 
known that Senator New has de­ 
livered a number of speeches on the 
floor of the United States senate 
which have won for him the praise of 
some of the most distinguished men 
in America. Mr. New’s friends in the 
senate point out that the senator 
never makes a speech unless he has 
something really worth while to say. 
As evidence of this they point to the 
fact that the late Theodore Roosevelt 
warmly praised Senator New for an 
address thu latter made on the sub­ 
ject of our war preparations. 
Mr. Roosevelt, under date of April 
2, 1918, sent a letter to Mr. New in 


which he said: 
“My dear Senator 
New: 
That was a capital speech of 
yours—it is characteristic of the work 
you are doing.

THINGS BEGINNERS 
MUST IEARN FIRST 


Explanation of Terms Used in 


Radio and of Its Basic 


Principles. 


Due to the great interest tuken in ra­ 
dio since broadcasting stations have 
been started, many radio terms are 
seen and h»*ard that may be unfamiliar 
to the novice. 
Some of the most com­ 
monly used terms are explained and 
defined below. 
Like light, lieat and sound, radio 
energy is propagated in the form of a 
wave motion. 
Every one is familiar 
with the wave motion set up on the 
surface of a still body of water by the 
dropping of a stone Into it. 
Every time a point on the surface 
of the waves goes tlirqugh a complete 
set of motions and starts to repeat 
those motions the wave is said to have 
gope through a cycle. 
The number of complete cycles gone 
through per second is the frequency. 
The human ear is responsive to 
sound frequencies up to a few thousand 
cycles per second but is not capable of 
responding to the higher frequencies 
encountered in radio. 
Arbitrarily a 
frequency of less than 10.000 cycles 
has been called an audible frequency 
—one which can be heard—and fre-l 
quencies above 10,000 cycles, radio or 
inaudible frequencies—because 
they 
cannot be heard by the human ear. 
The particular type of wave which 
propagates radio energy is an electro­ 
magnetic wave. 
All of us have seen 
bits of iron and steel attracted by the 
little toy magnets made upln the form 
of horseshoes. This attraction of the 
magnet for the bits of iron and steel 
showed the existence of a magnetic 


The high-tfrequeufcy current is known 
as the carrier-wave and its function 
is to radiate into space in the forn of 
electro-magnetic waves and by its va­ 
riation in amplitude carry with It the 
variation, in the tone ut the transmit­ 
ting station. 
It is the tifcquency of the carrier- 
wave that determines the wave-length 
on which a radiophone station is trans­ 
mitted. 
By experiment it has been 
found 
that 
electro-magnetic 
waves 
travel at the same velocity that light 
waves travel, that is, 1S6.000 miles per 
second. 
Wave-length is the distance 
between any two similar points on two 
successive waves; for example, the dis­ 
tance from crest to crest of any two 
successive waves in the same direction, 
measured in meters, a unit of length 
equal approximately to one and one- 
tenth yards. Converting 186,000 miles 
to meters, the equivalent is 300;000,000 
meters. The length of an electro-mag­ 
netic wave is equal then to 300,000,000 
divided by the frequency. 
Suppose a 
station was transmitting on a wave­ 
length of 360 meters. 
The frequency 
of the carrier-wave would be approxi­ 
mately 835,000 cycles. 
Just as a violinist tunes his instru­ 
ment, that Is, mokes u certain string 
emit a note of higher or lower pitch, 
or. technically speaking, a sound wave 
of higher or lower frequency, by ad­ 
justing the tension on the string, so 
may the electrical constants of the 
antenna circuit of a radiophone trans­ 
mitter he changed in order to have 
the station emit a carrier-wave of a 
different frequency. 
If a tuning fork having a natural 
period corresponding to middle C he 
placed near a violinist who is playing, 
the fork will vibrate when the musi­ 
cian plays middle C. hut all other times 
It will remain quiescent. This phenom­ 
enon of the tuning fork vlbdating 
whenever the musician jilays the cor 
responding note on the violin is known 
as mechanical resonance. 
If a radio 
receiver be adjusted so that electrically 
Its natural period of vibration will be 
835,000

length) every time a station transmits 
on a wave-length of 360 meters, cur­ 
rent will be set up In the receiver by

field about the tips of the magnet and 
this same kind of a field propagates 
the electro-magnetic force, except that 
unlike the toy magnet, its power comes 
off in tin* form of wavy motions. This 
electro-magnetic force propagates ra­ 
dio energy in all directions. 
The medium that transmits the eleo- 
tro-niagnetic waves is the same me­ 
dium that transmits light—the ether. 
This medium is supposed to fill all 
space, even that occupied by tluids and 
solids. Little is known about its prop­ 
erties. 
In radio it Is more common to speak 
of wave length than frequency. 
The 
wave length of any wave motion is the 
distance between any two successive 
crests in the same direction. 
The 
wave length depends upon the fre­ 
quency. 
If the frequency is high the 
wave length Is short. 
On the other 
hand if the frequency is low the wave 
length is long. 
Numerically the wave 
length is equal to the distance trav­ 
eled by the wave in one second divided 
by the frequency. 
Suppose, for ex­ 
ample. that it were desired to know 
the wave length of an electro magnetic 
wave having a frequency of 835,000 
cycles. Electro magnetic waves travel 
at the same speed as do light waves, 
ktbat is. 186,000 miles per second. Di­ 
viding the 180,000 by 835.000 the wave 
length would be .223 miles or 3061 by the human ear. 


electrical resonance. 
Stations trans­ 
mitting on any wave-length other than 
360 m e t e r s will not cause a current 
to he set up in the receiver. 
The portion of a radio receiver that 
changes the wave-length at which it 
is electrically resonant is called a 
tuner. Suppose that “A” station trans­ 
mits Tin a wave-length of 200 meters 
and “B” on a wave-length of 360 me­ 
ters. By adjusting the tuner until the 
constants of the receiver make it elee- 
trleally resonant to a 200-meter wave 
or a 300-meter wave, either of the two 
stations can He picked up, but both 
stations cannot be picked up simulta­ 
neously. This is the reason that more 
than one transmitter can be operating 
at one time and yet only one can he 
heard on a receiver without interfer­ 
ence from the others. 
The other necessary part of a radio 
receiver is the detector. The function 
of this portion of the receiver is to 
utilize the small currents in the tuner 
that are set up by a transmitting sta­ 
tion and make them audible through 
the medium of a telephone receiver. If 
the telephone receiver were connected 
directly to the tuner the high-frequency 
current would not operate the dia­ 
phragm of the receiver and even if the 
diaphragm were set in motion it would 
be'too fast a motion to be picked up

In radio work it is measured 
in meters. 
A meter is equal to ap­ 
proximately LI yards. Converting 390 
yards into meters the wave length 
would he 396 divided by 1.1 or 360 
meters.

In a simple receiver the detector us­ 
ually consists of two pieces of mineral 
in contact or a piece of mineral in con­ 
tact with a metallic spring. Either 
combination is known as a crystal de­ 
tector. A detector Of this type is noth­ 
ing more than a rectifier; that Is, when 
an alternating current is applied at the 
terminals the current is allowed to 
flow only in one direction.

stock on tin; farm in sections .where 
firm Hocks'can be profitably handled. 
The introduction of purebred stock 
and the establishing of breeding flocks 
has been an important feature of ex- 
tension work in Connecticut^ind Penn- 
sylvania in the East, and in Utah, 
AVashiiigton state, and New Mexico 
in the West. 
Ram Club Cormprises Three Flocks. 


In Pennsylvania purebred ram clubs 


have been organized and are operating 
successfully. These clubs consist of 
three units of farm flocks each. A ram 
is purchased for each unit. He is 
used in each unit two years and then 
transferred from one unit to another 
until he has been used-'in all three 
units'of the club. The county agent 
in McKean county aided in organ!/ 
in" three ram clubs during 1920, pro- 
viding, nine good rams of Shropshire 
breeding for the flocks of members 
of these clubs. All of these rams are 
••randsons of Minion's 51, one of the 
greatest show rams, at the Intema 
tional in the past few years. Rape 
pasture is being used to fatten lamb" 
Those clubs will also procure purebrei 
"Shropshire ewes, so that «ach member , 
will eventually have a purebred flock 


. 
Through the assistance given by the 


sheep specialist at the state agricul- 
tural college nine ram clubs were or- 
ganized in Pennsylvania during 1020; 
S3.000 worth -of purebred sheep were 
selected and purchased by farmers 
in the state in this connection. Sup- 
plementing the organization of these 
associations and the introduction of 
new stock, 35 shearing, docking, and 
dipping dejconstratiep were held, at- 
ffeuded by" over 700 people-. 


Utah has made notable. progress in 


making the farm flock a factor of im- 
portance in its livestock'production. In, 
Iron county, where practically all the 
rams are'now purebred, the sheep 
breeders have concentrated ou the1 


Itambouillet and grow enough stock 
of this breed to supply largely the 
demand in southern Utah' for pure- 
bred animals. An outgrowth of this 
work is the Rambouillet sheep show, 
which is'annually'the big feature of 


Jiese clubs, accepting the .notes. ot club 
rieinljcrs and letting tliem rim r from 
2 to 2% years in order to enable 
"he 'club" members to establish small 
locks and sell wool and surplus lambs 
before 
settling their 
indebtedness. 


Representatives -of these banks have 
shown .much personal Interest in the 
work and have co-operated with ex- 
tension ivorkers in giving club members 
encouragement and advice. In L'ake 
County, Minn., the_cashier of the local 
state bank made a personal visit dur- 
ing the year to every boy and girl 
to wlrojn money had been loaned for 
the purchase of sheep.

'When the cam- 
paign was inaugurated little was be- 
ing'done but with the passing of the 
years the fight has been intensified. 


'. Sixteen'years ago only five states 
were making active organized efforts 
to cope 
with tuberculosis. At this 


time: everyone of the 
forty-eight 


states has an anti-tuberculosis' asso- 
ciation 
while associations.are also 


operating "in Hawaii > and in 
the 


Philippines. Jn addition there are a- 
liout 1,000 
other associations 
and 


societies 
actively engaged 
in the 


same. work. 


Sixteen years ago there were only 


100 hospitals 
and sanitariums for 


the treatment of tuberculosis. Most 
of these institutions were improperly 
or meagerly equipped. Today there 


e over 600 special 
tuberculosis 


hospitals and, sanatoria and more 
than 500 clinics and dispensaries, 
all well equipped to handle the work 
necessary to be done. 


Sixteen years ago the limited funds 


for 
the.fight against 
tuberculosis 


came from a very few contributors 
but foday the work of the National 
Tuberculosis 
Association 
and the 


1,000 state land Jocal organizations 
with which it is affiliated, is financed 
chiefly by tfie sale of Tuberculosis 
Christmas seals annually 
which 


enables the public to have a part in a 
movement calculated solely to pro- 
mote their (health and general wel- 
fare. 


Sixteen years ago the death rate 


from 
tuberculosis 
in the 
United 


States was 200 per 100,000 popula- 
tion. The death rate Hn 1918, the 
last available official figure, had fall- 
en to 149 to each 100,000 population. 


The work I that has- been accom- 


plished the last few years is indeed 
cause for congratulation' and affords 
great encouragement for the future. 
However, much remains to be done 
along this line. 
Tuberculosis is 


clearly'a preventable disease and the 
liv'es of theT 
: 150,000 people who die 


from it annually are absolutely wast- 
ed. 


Everybody should enlist and have

GROW CUCUMBERS ON FENCES 


Plant* Require Considerable Space, 


and for That Reason Are Not 


Suitable for Small Garden. 


Two to fire Mils of cucumbers usual- 


ly will produce enough for the ordi- 
nary family. Cucumbers require con- 
siderable space, and for that reason 
they may not fit Into the scheme of 
small gardens. It Is possible, however.' 
to plant the cucumbers along a fence 
or near a building and train the vines 
on a support of wire or strings: so that 
they will not encumber the ground 
or occupy the space required' by other 
crops. In making the hills or the row 
In wlilch the seeds are planted, n 
small amount of-well-decayed manure 
should be mixed with the soil. A lit- 
tle fertilizer also helps, but it should 
be used carefully to prevent injury.—

Due to the great interest-taken in.ra- 


dio since broadcasting stations have 
been started, many radio terms are 
seen and heard that may be unfamiliar 
to the novice. Some of the most com- 
monly, used terms are explained'and 
defined below. 
\ 


Like light, heat and sound, radio 


energy is propagated in the form of a 
wave motion. Every one is familiar 
with the wave motion set up on the 
surface of a still body of water by the 
dropping of a stone Into it. 


ISvery time a point on the surface 


of the waves goes through a complete 
set of motions and starts to repeat 
those motions the wave is said to have, 
gone through a cycle. 


The number of complete cycles gone 


through per second is the frequency. 


The human ear .is responsive to 


sound frequencies up to a few~thous«nd 
cycles per second but is not capable of 
responding to the higher frequencies 
encountered in radio. Arbitrarily a 
frequency of less than 10,000 cycles 
has been called-an audible frequency 
—one which can be heard—and fre-5 
quencies above 10,000 cycles, radio or 
Inaudible frequencies—because they 
cannot be heard by the human ear. 


The-particular type of wave which 


propagates radio energy is an electro- 
magnetic wave. All of us have seen 
bits of iron and steel attracted by the 
little toy magnets made up In the form 
of horseshoes. This attraction of the 
magnet for the bits of iron and steel 
showed the existence of a magnetic

as the carrier:wave and .its function 
is to radiate linto^space in the _fo"rm of 
electro-magnetic waves and by its va- 
riation lii amplitude carry wltlTit'the!

It ;is the -Iffcqnenc'y of the -carrier- 


wave that!determines the wave-length' 
on which a radiophone station is'trans- 
mitted. 'By experiment it has been, 
found that electro-magnetic -waves 
travel at the -same velocity that light 
waves travel, that is, 1S&000 miles per 
second. )Vave-length is the 'distance 
between any two similar points on;two, 
'successive waves; forexample, the dfs-, 
tance from crest to crest of any two 
successive-waves in the same direction,! 
measured in meters,; a unit of'.length' 
equal approximately to one and one- 
tenth yards. Converting 180,000 .miles 
to meters, the equivalent is, 300,000,000: 
meters. The length of an eiectro-mag.- 
netlc wave is equal then to 300,000,000 
'divided by .the frequency. Suppose a 
station was transmitting on a wave- 
length of 860 meters. -The frequency 
of the carrier-wave would be approxi- 
mately 835,000 cycles. . 


Just as a violinist tunes his instru- 


ment, that is, makes'$ certain string 
emit -a. note of higher :<5r lower pitch, 
or, technically speaking, a sound wave 
of higher or lower frequency, by ad- 
justing the tension on the string, so 
may the electrical constants of the 
antenna circuit of a radiophone trans- 
mitter be changed in order to have 
the station emit a carrier-wave of a 
different frequency.

the electro-uijignetic force, except that 
unlike the toy magnet, its power comes 
off in the form of'wavy motions. This 
electro-magnetic force propagates ra- 
dio energy in all directions. 


The medium that transmits the elee- 


tro-magnetic waves is the same me- 
dium that transmits light—the ether. 
Tills medium is supposed to fill all 
space, even that-occupied by fluids and 
solids. Little is'known about its prop- 
erties. 


In radio it Is more common to speak 


of wave length than frequency. The 
wave length of any wave motion is the 
distance between any two successive 
crests in the same direction. 
The 


wave length depends upon the fre- 
quency. If the frequency is high the 
'wave length is short. On the other 
Hand if the frequency is .low' the wave 
length is long. Numerically the wave 
length is equal to the distance trav- 
eled by the wave in one second divided 
by the frequency. 
Suppose, for ex- 


ample, that it were desired-to know 
the wave length of an electro-magnetic 
wave having'- a -frequency of 835,000 
cycles. Electro-magnetic waves, travel 
at the same speed.as do light waves, 
kthat is, 186,000 miles per second. Di- 
viding the 186,000 by 835.000 the wave

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length would he .223 miles or 396-I by the human ear. 


electrical resonance. Stations trans- 
mitting on any wave-length other than 
360 meters will not cause a curren' 
to be set up in the receiver, 
i 
The portion of a radio receiver tha 


changes the wave-length at which it 
is electrically resonant is called a 
tuner. Suppose that "A" station trans 
mits "on a wave-length of 200 meters 
and "B" on a wave-length of 360 me 
ters. By adjusting the tuner until the 
constants of the receiver make.it elec 
trically resonant to a 200-meter wave 
or a 360-meter wave,-either of the two 
stations can be picked up, but hot! 
stations cannot be -picked up simulta 
neously. This is the reason .that more 
than one transmitter can be operating 
at 9ne time and yet only one can b< 
heard on a receiver without interfer 
ence from the others. 


The other necessary part of a radio 


.receiver is the_detector. The function 
of this portion of the receiver is- to 
utilize the small currents in-tlle tuner 
that are set up'by a transmitting sta 
tion and make them; audible througl 
the medium of a telephone receiver. I 
the telephone receivers-were connectei 
-directly to the tuner the -high--frequencj
